' Manilla, July 10.— It has bean rain- 
ing and storming almost constantly for 
two days and the country along the 
American south and Bay lines is liter- 
ally flooded.

regiment at Pasay is in the worst posi- 
tion, being practically surrouadej by 
water. The bridges that were used for

A family of seven were 


annihilated on a grade crossing by a 
swiftly running passenger train. 


The dead: 
William Reinhard, 41, 


and ->viie Rachel, 40; their four chil- 
dren, William. 14: Arthur, 9; Karl, 7; 
Edward, 5. Another son, Clarence, 14, 
sustained injuries which will probably 
terminate in death. 


The disaster occurred on the Wco3- 


ward avenue crossing of ths Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Chicago aad St. Louis rail- 
way track, near the*State Fair grounds. 
The family were 
driving 
west 
on 


Woodward avenue, and when in the 
middle of the tracks fast -passenger 
train No. 33 from the cast struck thf 
surrey. The carriage v/as smashed 
into kindling wood and the occupants 
wee burled oa either side cf the track. 
Mr. cud Mrs. Rcintard and sons, Ar- 
thur and Karl, were instantly killed. 
William and Edv.-ard died at a hos- 
pital shortly after being removed from 
the scene of the accident, and Clarence, 
the eldest, may die. 


The engine was partly drenched 


with blood andjjie remains of_ the vie 
tfms were*st;re*n*aloEg botn sides o: 
the tracks for a distance of 200 feet. 


Ambulances were on the ground ia 


remarkably quick time and the in- 
jured were removed to the nearest hos- 
pital, after which the dead were taken 
to the morgue, where they were iden- 
tified. Reinhard was a shoemaker. Thp 
Big Four crossing at Woodward ave- 
nue is an exceedingly dangerous one, 
much dreaded by railway trainmen.

that of England or any othsr mon- 
arch ial power: that neither ths tradi- 
tions, the instincts nor the necessities j 
cf the American nation call for such j 
an alliance, and that we, as Polish- 
American citizens, protest against it 
and pledge ourselves to vote and work 
against any political candidate or any 
party who may advocate it.
